Tuesday j the 14th day of March 1882. 



It is this day ordered by the Irish Land Commission that when any 
application is made for advances under Part V. of the Act, if it shall appear to 
the Commissioners necessary to make preliminary enquiries in respect of the 
application, they may before entertaining it require the applicant to lodge such 
a sum as they may consider sufficient to cover the reasonable expenses of the 

enquiries. And in the event of the transaction being carried out, credit shall 

be given for such sum out of the per-centages chargeable by the Commission for 
expenses in relation to purchases.
